“The contrast of today’s s-sxion of 
the supreme counci] with other coun- 
cil méetings that I have attended was 
a handsome tribute to the American 
conference methods used at Washing- 
ton,” gaid Ambassador Harvey this eve 
ning. “Whereas, formerly the first 
two or three days were consumed on 
details, ceremonies, and speevhez, to 
day the delegates immediately got 
down to business, Flowery addresses 
Were dispensed with, and a highly im- 
portant resolution was agreed on this 
evening. 1 consider tLis a great com- 
pliment'to Mr. Hughes’ mettiods.”

OFFICIALS HOLD 
AND BEAT GIRL 


Affidavit of — 
Tells of Cruelty. 


Charges that officials of the Church 


of Zion at Zion City kidnaped and mis- 


treated a 22 year old girl in an attempt 
to force from her a confession that 
she had violated church laws and that 
the girl, Miss Gertrude De Manuelson, 
secretary to the Rev. S. F. De Vona, 
an apostle of Zion, is now held in cus- 
tody undergoing “the worst form of 
third degree,"’ were made in an affi- 
davit last night by the Rev. Thomas 
H. Nelson of the anti-Zionist Grace 
mission. 

In the affidavit it is charged that the 
“ girl’s head was slapped from side to 
side”’; that she was “beaten and tor- 


tured that she “is bordering on mad-|— 


ness from the mistreatment”; that 
she was called a “devil possessed ”’ 
and a “ lying hussy,” and that “ threats 
were made to break her neck.” 
Engages Girl as Secretary. 

De Vona came to Zion City a year 
ago. He is married. Under the spon- 
sorship of his wife he engaged Miss 
De Manuelson, who is said to be an 
Evanston girl, as his secretary. 

Four months ago De Vona became 
an apostle of the Zionist church. At 
that time, he says, he refused to write 
and sign certain documents at the be- 
hest of Wilbur Glenn Voliva, general 
overseer. 

Recently, it is charged in the affi- 
davit, a church official. ordered the 
seizure of De Vona’s secretary, Miss 
De Manuelson, and made <ertain alle- 
gations regarding her and De Vona. 
These allegations are positively denied 


by De Vona, his wife, and Miss De} 


Manuelson. 

While in the custody of the church 
officials, Miss De Manuelson smuggled 
several notes to Miss Dora B. Crane, 
daughter of a Zion deacon, to the ef- 
fect that she “ was in great agony and 
in danger of being driven insane.” 

Appeals to Nelson for Aid. 

Finally De Vona appealed to the 
Rev. Mr. Nelson and his wife, Celia, 
could 
carry three persons at the Zion home 
at 9:30 last Sunday evening. “I need 


a driver who is a faithful man—a non-| 


Voliva man—one who would not talk,” 
De Vona’s note to the Rev. Mr. Nelson 
reads. “I want a mdn who can keep 
a secret to help some one suffering 
under the church yoke.” 

The Rev. Mr. Nelson induced W. E. 
Schoultz, an anti-Zoinist, and P. B. 
Johnson, a Chicago real estate man, 
who lives in Zoin City, to meet Mr. and 
Mrs. DeVona, and Miss De Manuel- 
son. who had been rescued by Mr. and 
Mrs. De Vona from the home and take 


them to Evanston. 


Monday morning warrants for the 
arrest of the De Vonas and the girl 
were issued in Zoin City. Monday after- 
noon Chief of Police Becker of Zoin 
and Constable Gus Street went to 
Evanston, where, with the aid of Chief 
of Police Charles W. Legget of@pvans- 
ton, the warrants were served. The 
trio were taken forthwith in an auto- 
mobile to Zoin. 

Fears She Will Be Killed. 

“T don't want to go back—I know 
they will kill me!” Miss De Manuelson 
cried as she was taken from the Evans- 
ton hotel, according to the affidavit. 

On their return to Zion a hurried 
convention of aposties oecurred and 
De Vona, his wife, and the girl were 
placed on “trial.” At its conclusion 
De Vona and his wife were excommuni- 
cated from the church, it is said. The 
girl has not been seen since. 

In his affidavit, the Rev. Mr. Nelson 
avers the girl is still in the custody 
of the Zionites and that he “fears 
for her reason.’ 

Jasper De Pew, an attéhdant to Vo- 
liva, last night admitted the arrests 
and trials. On other points in the 
case he was. uncommunicative. At 
tempts to see Voliva failed.

Presidency May Divert 


Debate from Treaty.

“DUBLIN, Jan. De Valera has 
resigned, glory be to God and Mick 


Collins.” - 

This was shouted at me by a ragged 
barefooted little newsboy, less than 12 
who offered me a paper today as I left 
the meeting of Dail Eireann. A group 
of jarvies on the corner shouted: 


“Has he really gone?” and a couple 
of boys added, “ Mick is the boy. 
with the ex-president.” 


Question of Resignation. 


Atthis moment no one knows wheth.- 
er the Irish republic still exists and, if 
go, Whether it possesses a president 
Kamon de Valera said this afternoon 
definitely and decisively re 
_ signed, " but so far as could be mad. 
“gut in the confusion of the debate iv 
agreed to withhold it for forty-eigh.

the treaty. This is the opinion of most 
deputies, but many with whom I talkeu 
in the excited lobbies held that his res 
ignation had been definitely offered anu 
was not withdrawn. Mr. de Valera re- 
fuses to make a statement. 

De Valera Blocks Deal. 


It became known this morning be- 
fore the secret session, which was held 
11 o'clock to 1 o'clock, that the 
committee appointed last night had 
failed tO secure an agreement owing 
to Mr. de Valera’s obstinacy. It be- 
came known this afternoon that the 
members were not even allowed by the 
De Valeraites to present their report 
- to the Dail at the secret session. 
Before the opening of the afternoon 
session rumors. that Mr. de Valera was 
planning some sensauonal move ran 
around the chamber. It was stated 
that he intended to bolt the Dail, lead- 
ing out his party, and when he rose 
at the opening session every ear was 
strained. He could not resist his pas- 
sion for history, and, before coming to 
the point of his discourse, he talked 
for half an hour, reciting the history 
of the Sinn Fein movement, eulogizing 
his own efforts and declaring that his 
place as the link between the party 
politicians led by Arthur Griffith and 
the soldiers, led by Cathal Brugha, was 
esgential to national unity. 


Offer of Resignation. 


Finally he came to the point, saying: 
“That unity was irrevocably broken 
by the action of the delegates who 
signed this treaty. The question is, 
Has this republic a responsible govern- 
ment or not? I cannot carry on until 
I know if I have the support of this 
Dail. I now definitely offer my resig- 
nation and that of my cabinet, and I 
appeal to this house to reélect me, give 
me a vote of confidence so that I can 
stand on the rock of an independent 
Trish republic. If you want this treaty 
you can elect some one else.”’ 
Mr. de Valera appeared to be labor- 
ing under the deepest passion and 
-sometimes seemed to be approaching 
hysteria. His voice broke, tears filled 
his eyes, and his face became livid. 
His concluding words were: 
“1 now offer this house my resigna- 
tion and, mark well, with it goes the 
resignation of my cahinet.”’ 


Griffith, Collins Protest. 


Arthur Griffith and Michael Collins 
at once protested against this attempt 
to secure a vote by side wind, instead 
of allowing a straight vote on the 
treaty in accordance with an agree- 
ment reached by Mr. de Valera and 
Mr. Griffith at the opening of the de- 
bate. There was a demand that the 
order of the day be followed. Then 
arose a long confused debate on a 
motion to suspend the order of the 
day on a matter of grave national im- 
portance. 

Some argued that the president’s 
resignation was not of grave national! 
importance in view of the grave mat- 
of the treaty, which has now 
béen debated nearly three weeks. Mr. 
Collins accused Mr. de Valera and his 
leutenant, Harry Boland, who has just 
returned from the United States, with 
Tammany Hall methods, declaring that 
Ireland did not want them. He added 
that the Dail had been prevented from 
hearing the report of the conciliation 
committee by three or four ‘‘bullies.” 
When asked to withdraw the word 
“Dullies’’ he said: ‘‘Well, I wij)’ with- 
draw the term, but the spoken word 
cannot be recalled.’’ 


“I Am Finished.” 


The geputies baited Mr. de Valera, 

Who wus fast losing his temper. Fi- 
nally he rose and shouted: 
_” No matter what happens I am fin- 
ished. I am sick to the soul of poli- 
ties. I have always met crookedness 
with straightness, and always will, and 
1am finished now and definitely.” 

Mr. Griffith here interposed with a 
“Uggestion that Mr. de Valera carry out 
his undertaking to allow a straight 
vote on the treaty and that he allow 
it to be taken within forty-eight hours.

After 7 o'clock the Dail adjourned un- 

tomorrow morning.

TREASURY GIVEN 


Washington, DB. C., Jan. 6.—The 
house late today passed the first an- 
nual supply measure drafted under the 
budget system-~—the treasury appropri-

enforcement of prohibftion during the 


fiscal year beginnirg next July Pf. 

The measure was sent to the senate 
without a record vote, practically no 
opposition developing to its various 
provisions. Representative Hill, Re- 
publican, Maryland, made arm unsuc- 
cessful attempt to cut the amount pro- 
vided for prohibition enforcement to 
$250,000. 

The effect of the budget system, 
members said, was evident in the few 
changes proposed. A year ago the 
various appropriation bills were the 
target of dozens of amendments and 
points of order.

He announced defi- 
nitely that Senator Newberry was to 
take the floor next Monday and defend 
himself against the charges which in- 
yolve his campaign expenditures.

Debate Opened i Caraway. 

The debate was opened by Senator 
Caraway of Arkansas, Democrat, who 
began his speech by asking Senator 
Curtis, the acting majority floor leader,

Poole Says the Profit on It 
Is 400 Per Cent. 


“Though the loaf of bread is top- 
Ming on the precipice of decline and, 
2 a few spots, has plunged from the 
heights of the thin dime to the depths 
of the pre-war thick nickel, sand- 
wiches seem immune from the opera 
tion of gravity’s laws,” Russell J 
Poole, city food expert, observed yes- 
terday. 

“and after all, what is a sandwich, 
thick as a doorstep or thin as a cigare* 
paper, but bread with an ounce or 
an ounce and one-half af meat in its 
middle?” soliloquized Mr. Poole. @ 

Sandwich Profit 400 Per Cent. 


“Some of the very gentiemen who 
are announcing nickel bread in their 
chain grocery stores are still charging 
a gross profit of 400 per cent on their 
sandwiches.” 

Mr. Poole referred to the case of the 
old-fashioned ham sandwich. 

“They get a dime for that now an? 
sometimes 15 cents,” he saidge “ The 
meat in it came off a 32 cent a poun 
ham and cost about a cent; the bread 
cost less than @ cent, and butter anc 
so forth, brings its cost up to perhaps 
2 cents. 


“And, while announcing that they 


will sell you a whole loaf of bread for 
a nickel, they charge you 10 cents for 
a single roll. it certainly ts confus. 
i 

More Conferences Planned. 

Mr. Poole held a fourth conference 
with the large bread manufacturers 
yesterday in his attempt to bring about 
a reduction in the general retail of 
10 cents for the pound loaf. A gen- 
eral conference on the subject will be 
held next Monday. 

In a report to Chairman Govier of 
the council H. C. of L. committee Mr. 
Poole declared yesterday that cereals 
have not been responsive in their re- 
tail price declines to the. drop in corn 
oats, and, wheat prices. He blamed 
the manufacturers of these products 
and cited the following price figures:

LORENCE NIGHTINGALE, in her 

prime, was described by Stracby 

and others as: 

“A woman possessed by a de- 

mon.” ‘“Consciously masculine.” “A 
thin, angular woman, with an acrid 
mouth and a haughty eye.” “A typical- 
ly militant, aggressive, combating old 
maid.” 


She says of herself: “I have done 
with being amicable. I never gave or 
took an excuse. I act—others make ex- 
cuses,”’ 

As she aged a physical, mental, and 
social change came over her. She be- 
came a sweet tempered, lovely, fat old 
lady, with rounded, bulky form. The 
hard-as-steel heroine of Scutari became 
a kindly, fat old woman, sitting quietly 
smiling all the day long. 

And this is how Dr. Berman classes 
her frqm the ductless gland standpoint. 

At 26 the portrait by Miss Gaskell, as 


well as studies of her conduct and per- ° 


sonality, show her to have been pitul- 
tary centered with the posterior pitul- 
tary lobes in the ascendancy. She was 
thyroid overactive. Her gonads were 
below par. 

At 38 her type had changed somewhat. 
She was still under the influence of her 
pituitary, but her anterior lobes were in 
the ascendancy. She was more intellec- 
tual, less emotional,- and her judgment 
was better. 

In 1907 her pituitary glands and her 
thyroid had both degenerated, and she 
had changed from an “ angular, mascu- 
line woman” to a fat old lady, and 
from m» dominating, sharp mind to a 
quiet, kindly one. 


Nietzsche was a very promising youth. 
He was large and bony with protruding 


Tidges above the eyes, heavy eyebrows, 


and a prominent chin. 

He was poor in mathematics, but good 
in philosophy, and had flashes of genius. 
As he got older he became subject to 
most violent headaches, developed epi- 
lepsy, and finally died—nientally dis- 
turbed. 

Dr. Berman says of him that he was 
a genius blasted by migraine. 

is is his ductless gland analysis of 
the physical, mental, and social qualities 
of Friedrich Wilhelm Nietzsche. 

He was a pituitary centric, the son of 
a pituitary centric father and a mother 
that had well developed pituitaries and 
adrenals. 

In the case of the son it was the pos- 
terior lobes of the pituitary which were 
overdeveloped. 

Therefore, while superior mentally, his 
brain did not work well steadily, but in

which epilepsy finally developed, 
Nietzsche had a superior thyroid, but 
his adrenals were inferior. 


Darwin is a typical illustration of 
neurasthenia dus to poor adrenals. In 
his youth, Darwin was a fine mental 
and physical specimen, excessively fond 
of sports. He was pituitary centered, 
as shown by his large frame, his good 
jaw, and his high, supraorbital ridges, 
and his very heavy eyebrows, &s well as 
by his great brain. 

At 24 he quit growing and at once be- 
gan to develop neurasthenla. He became 
as typically neurasthenic as any woman 
described by Myerson in his “ The Nerv- 
ous Housewife.” 

Dr. Berman attributes Darwin's intel- 
lectual powers and great body to pitul- 
taries; his profound and protracted neu- 
ratfenia to his very poor adrenals. 

That he was able to accomplish so 
much in spite of his neurasthenia, Ber- 
man says, was because his poor adrenals 
were, in considerable part, compensated 
for by an excellent thyroid. 

That his family took extra good care 
of him and helped him also compensated 
for his poor adrenals.

Symphony Orchestra 
Gives Memorial for 
Theodore Thomas 


BY EDWARD MOORE. 
As Theodore Thomas, ,the great 
founder and first ‘eonductor of the 
Chicago Symphony orchestra, died 


Jan. 4, 1905, it is an annual custom 


of the orchestra to play in the week 


nearest that date a program to his 


memory. 

This event took place - yesterday 
afternoon at Orchestra hall, and will 
be repeated tonight at the same place. 
A memoria! concert is a special observ- 
ance, something a little more serious 
and grave than the custo | pro- 
gram. It.is especially to the point if 
the music bears a direct gelation to 
the subject. 

The famous first conductor of the 
Chicago orchestra was during his life- 
time particularly identified with three 
composers, Beethoven, Wagner, and 
Strauss, with the first as an interpre- 
ter, with the other two as an enthusias- 
tic, untiring missionary and pioneer. 
Consequently these names occur fre- 
quently on his memorial concerts. 

In yesterday’s program it was Bee- 
thoven and Strauss, the “ Coriolanus ” 
overture and the “ Eroica” symphony 
in the first half, “ Ein Heldenleben ” 
in.the second. It would be difficult to 
imagine higher ideals of performance 
at any time. Mr. Stock and kis men. 
fairly outdid themselves in pr jecting 
the clarity, the finely proportioned ob- 
jectiveness of the one and the passion- 
ate, colorful intensity of the other. 

The chief difference came in the points 
of view of how the two composers re- 
garded a hero as a subject. Beetho- 
ven, when he composed the “ Eroica,”’ 
was concerned with another man, there 
is reason to suspect that Strauss at} 
times busied himself with transcrib- 
ing into music his own opinion of him- 
self. It makes a difference in point 
of view and a profound difference in 
manner, but in this case pretty well

Judge Will Force Every, 
Case to Trial. | 


Finis was written yesterday by Mu- 

sicipal Judge John R. Newcomer to the 
“xing of cases outside the Speeders’ 
eourt. if he can enforce his plan, 
*eorridor " cases have become a thing 
of the past. The judge announces that 
from mow on every case of infraction 
of the traffic laws is to be tried in 
court. 
Following conferences sheild with 
commanding officers of the various 
park and boulevard police forces and 
with officers and attorneys of the IIli- 
nois and Chicago Automobile clubs, 
Judge Newcomer announced a plan for 
the complete reorganization of the 
rules governing arrests and the hear- 
ing of cases. These new rules, he be- 
lieves, not only will materially reduce 
loss of life in automobile accidents for 
the coming year but will save time and 
trouble both for the motorists them- 
geives and the police. 


Plans Three Branches of Court. 


The plan also contemplates the 
eventual establishment of three 
branches of the Speeders’ court to be 
located on the north, west, ang south 
sides. 

When Judge Newcomer took charge 
of the court the first of the year he 
found that a system of precedents and 
practices had grown up whereby only 
little more than 30 per cent of the 
cases ever found their way into court. 

He found that motorists. taking ad- 
yantage of the system which had been 
instituted for their convenience—that 
of handing them notices to appear jn 
court and allowing them to proceed 
on their way without the interruption 
of driving to a station to be booked— 
were rushing to politicians and alleged 
“fixers,” turning over the notices to 
them and then ‘forgetting all about 
them. 


Even “Fixers” Forgot Cases. 


In -many instances the _ so-called 
“fixer” also forgot about them and 
when the cases were called nobody ap- 
peared except the complaining officer, 
who probably had wasted the greater 
part of the day for the case to come 
up for hearing. Followed the neces- 
Sary issuance of a warrant: the trans- 
mission of it to the police for service. 
more delays. 

In this way the docket became clut- 
tered up with scores of pending cases 
in most of which no fine would have 
been imposed in the first place. And 
when policernen attempted to serve 
warrants the defendants protested ‘in- 
dignantly, saying ‘“‘ Ald. So-and-So or 
“Mr. Whosit has taken care of that.” 

Judge Newcomer insisted that every 
fender be brought before him per- 
fonally for a hearing. The result was 
that the court was jammed. Yester- 
day 695 cases were heard. An aver- 
aZe poor day in the court nets at least 
360 cases. 

Works Out New Plan. 


To simplify matters Judge Newcom- 
er has evolved the following plan : 
Duplication of similar and exact or- 
ders to all policemen by commanding 
Officers of the various park forces rela- 
tive to arrests for speedingiand viola- 
tion of the traffic laws. This will pre- 
unnecessary arrests. 

Cotperation of the park forces with 
each other and with the court. | 
Tabulation of certain classes of cases 
for certain hours of the day, the court 
hearing all speeding cases at a certain 
time, all parking violations at anoth- 
er hour, and so on. This saves time 
for both the defendant and policeman 
in court. 

Transmission of warrants to the com- 
Manding officers of the park police in 
the district in which the arrests were 
made instead of turning them over to 
the city police for service. In this way 
the park police can keep track of the 
Wenders who fail to respond in court 
W the original notices. Warrants are 
Whe distributed to each district by 
Messencer daily.

Call Money Goes to 8% per Cent. 

Money on call in the stock exchange 
went to 3% per cent, at which it closed. | 
This is the lowest rate, except for one 
day at the end of last July, since 1919, 
and the lowest touched in a January 
market since the beginning of 1918. But 
stock exchange loans are not the true 
measure of the market. Loans for longer 
periods, both on collateral security and 
on merchants’ notes, declined to 4% per 
cent against 5 and 5% the day before. 
Today’s rate has not been touched in the 
New York market for either class of 
loans since midsummer of 1917. 

Still lower rates are probable under 
the existing circumstances. They are 
‘altogether favored by the actual supply 
and demand situation; indeed, even the 
5 per cént rate of November and Decem-

Sharp Advances in Libertys. 

The influence of falling money rates 
was plainly visible in the investment 
bond market today, where signs of recov- 
ery were displayed pretty much through- 
out the market, with some sharp ad- 
vances in Liberty bonds, foreign govern- 
ment securities and railway issues. Con- 
sidering that bond prices, by the best 
known ayeragesf had reacted nearly 1% 
points from the high level of November, 
and that they are still a good distance 
below the average of Armistice week, the 
market's action will be interesting. Much 
will presumably depend qn, Whe rate at 
which new loans are takén.
